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PERSONAL  HISTORY 

Uy  name  is  Klaas  A.  de  'Voord.  I  am  a  Major  in  the  Artillery 
0 

of  the  reserve  of  the  Royal  Netherlands  Indies  Army. 

I  was  born  in  Roormond,  Limburg,  the  Netherlands,  on  6  April 
1904.  I  am  of  Netherlands  natl/yiality . 

After  having  studied  law  at  the  University  of  Leiflen  (th* 
Netherlands)  I  entered  a  lawyers'  office  *'t  Sourabaya  (Java)  op 
28  August  1029  and  practised  in  the  Law  Courts  of  East-Java,  Bali 
n®)  the  South  East  of  Borneo  until  the  middle  $f  1937. 

In  1938,  after  having  been  on  lo~vo  in  the  Netherlands,  I 
was  employed  for  nearly  a  year  in  the  Labour  Office  (Labour 
Legislation  Section)  of  the  Department  of  Justice  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands  Indies  Government  at  Batavia.  From  the  beginning  pf  1939 
I  entered  ir.to  partnership  in  a  lawyers'  offioe  at  Hedan  (Sumatra) 

Cn  the  12th  of  December  1941  I  was  mobilized  as  an  gffioer 
of  the  reserve  of  the  Royal  Netherlands  Indies  Army  a$d  served  as 
suoh  with  the  Staff  of  the  First  Division  in  West- Java. 

After  the  capitulation  of  tho  Royal  Netherlands  Indies  Army, 

I  became  a  prisoner  of  war  of  the  Jaoanose  and  wns  confined  in 
several  anmps  in  V'est-Java  until  the  middle  of  September  1945. 

From  the  beginni^  of  this  period  I  acted  as  Camp  translator  pf 
the  Java  ne'^sp^oers  in  the  Unlay  language.  The  Japanese  samp 
authorities  allowed  'Aalay  languago  newspapers  to  be  brought  ijito 
the  oamps  until  the  end  of  January  1944.  \ 

Ae  tho  situation  in  tho  islands  interested  mo  i#  particular 


I  spent  much  time  in  translating  these  items  extensively  into 
Dutch  and,  together  with  several  friends,  I  indexed  these  data 
according  to  personalities  and  to  subjects. 

Our  intention  wns  to  prepare  sevoral  studies  concerning  the 
Japanese  occupation,  treating  subjocts  such  ns  Administration 
Propaganda,  Civil  Affairs,  Central  Government,  Labour,  Policy, 
etc.  as  well  as  to  gather  parsonal  data  about  Japanese  authorities 
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I  had  already  prepared  notes  for  several  of  these  studies  when 
It  became  increasingly  difficult  to  keoo  this  work  secret  from 
tho  Japanose  guards,  As  in  January  194-4  It  became  clear  that 
we  would  shortly  bo  moved  to  another  camp  we  soldered  eopies  of 
our  compilations  and  indexes  in  tins  and  buried  them  in  various 
places  in  the  camp  grounds. 

From  February  1944  until  September  194?  I  kept  abreast  of 
actual  developments  in  tho  Netherlands  Bast  Indies  by  rending 
Malay  or  (translated)  Japanese  language  nowspapers  occasionally 
smuggled  in,  and  by  listening-in  secretly  t»  tho  Japanese  local 
broadcasts  in  Malay. ;  During  that  period  I  continually  exchanged 
information  and  observations  with  new  arrivals  and  through  every 

• 

other  channel  available. 

After  15  August  1945  I  once  more  regularly  rooeived  Malay 
nowspapers  and  in  tho  beginning  of  Soptomber  1945  I  recovered  one 
complete  copy  of  my  compilations  and  indexes  frrm  their  hiding 
plooe.  In  the  middle  of  the  same  month  I  was  released  frpm  the,, 
prison  camp  and  v/ns  assigned  to  tho  Political  Section  pf.  the 
Chief  Commanding  Officer  of  the  N.T.C.A.  (Netherlands  Indies 
Civil  Administration) ,  later  callod  the  Allied  Military  Adminis¬ 
tration  Civil  Affairs  Branch,  for  Java,  in  order  to  complete  my 
work  f>f  collecting  data  about  tho  Japanese  occupation.  A  special 
soot^orj  with  a  staff  of  twenty  was  created  for  this  purpose  ufljter 
my  direction;  this  section  became  a  spocial  branch  of 
Netherlands  Forces  Int elli**'™  *«wioo  (Headquarters  at  Batavia) 

i*.  January  1946. 

In  cl-*so  cooperation  with  the  Japanese  Affairs  Section  of 
said  N.E.F.I.S.,  with  S.E.A.T.I.C.  (South  East  Asia  Translators 
and  Interpreters’  Corps)  aid  other  offices  and  bureaus  I  col¬ 
lected  such  data  regarding  tho  j*p*not>w  oceupntir*  as  were 
available.  These  data  were  contained  in,  inter  alia,  the 
practically  complete  newspapers  and  tho  complete  Official  Gazette 
"Osnmu  Kan  Po"  of  the  ;6th  Army  in  Java,  and  a  fairly  complete 
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sat  of  the  official  gazettes  of  the  other  islands,  edited  during 
the  occupation  Dsriod,  further  reports  and  surveys  by  Japanese, 
Dutch*  Indonesian  and  other  military  and  civilian  authorities 
and  private  persons,  seized  Japanese  r.nd  Rainy  official  and  nen- 
officinl  documents,  interrogations  of  Japanese  and  Indonesian 
authorities,  etc. 

In  I  toy  1946  I  joined  the  Office  of  the  /Utornoy  General, 
Netherlands  East  Indies,  with  the  special  task  of  collecting  suoh 
documents  as  would  bo  needed  for  the  preparation  of  the  Prosocu- 
tiai  of  suspected  Japnneso  flajor  War  Criminals  before  the  Inter¬ 
national  Military  Tribunal  at  Tokyo  and  in  this  capacity  I  oon- 
tigiuetu  my  work  of  sollocting  data  on  the  Japanese  oooupntion  of 
tne  East  Indies. 

In  the  middle  of  September  1946  I  .arrived  at  Tokyo  as  a 
representative  of  the  attorney  General,  Netherlands  East  Indies, 
to  continue  my  search  for  further  data  here. 

From  this  collected  information  I  have  prepared  the  attached 
report,  entitled:  '“the  Japanese  occupation  of  tho  Netherlands 
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THE  JAPANESE  OCCUPATION  OF  TIC  NETHERLANDS  INDIES 

INTRODUCTION 

The  Japanose  occupation  of  the  Netherlands  East 
Indies  for  convenience  has  been  chronologically  divided 
into  five  phases, 

I.  The  period  from  i larch  to  August  1942, 
which  can  be  designated  the  transition 
period. 

II.  The  second  nhase,  which  is  characterized 
by  the  consolidation  of  Japanese  rule, 
lasting  from  August  1942  to  July  1943. 

III.  The  period  from  July  1943  to  September 

1944 ,  v/hich  is  governed  by  an  attempt  at 
winning  over  the  population  by  promises. 

IV.  The  period  from  September  1944  to  the 
beginning  of  August  1945,  involving 
further  development  of  the  policy  of  promises. 

V.  The  period  from  the  beginning  of  August  1945 
to  the  end  of  September  1945,  involving  at 
the  last  moment  an  attempt  to  create  a  state, 
friendly  to  Japan,  in  the  South. 

The  phases  mentioned  above  have  been  more  and  less 
arbitrarily  divided  into  periodsand  consequently  these  limits 
must  be  treated  as  being  anoroximnte.  Occasionally  for  a 
better  understanding  a  certain  subject  has  been  exhaustively 
treated  in  one  of  the  phases,  even  if  the  events  in  question 
extended  beyond  a  particular  phase. 

Japan's  policy  in  regard  to  the  Southern  Regions  w as 
broadly  laid  down  in  Tokyo  for  all  regions  alike,  so  that 
only  insignificant  local  modifications  were  made,  and  then 
solely  in  the  apolication  and  not  in  the  principle  itself. 
Therefore,  wnc.o  happened  in  Java  is  treated  as  basic  and 
mention  will  oily  be  made  of  modifications  in  other  regions 
of  the  Netherlands  Indies  which  reveal  important  deviations 
from  events  in  Java. 


Beginning  of  1942  to  approximately  .iuguSu 
Throughout  the  East  Indies,  the  entire  Occidental 
group  of  influential  persons  in  the  administration  and  in 
commerce,  industry  etc.,  was  immediately  and  systematically 
interned  in  prisons  and  camps  hastily  prepared  for  that 
purpose. 

Exceptions  were  provisionally  made  in  the  case  of 
those  Occidentals,  who  could  not  as  yet  be  replaced  by 
Japanese.  As  soon  as  the  Japanese  replacing  them  arrived, 
this  group  was  also  interned.  A  small  remaining  group  of 
workers  was  also  confined  in  separate  camps,  and  their  con¬ 
tact  with  the  outer  world  was  as  much  cs  possible  restrictoc 

In  addition  a  large  group  of  prominent  Chinese,  mainly 
treir  past  support  of 

on  the  ground  of/ the  Chiang  Kai-shek  regime,  end  on 
suspicion  of  their  anti-Japanoso  attitude,  was  interned. 

The  policy  of  internment  boenno  stricter  in  the  course 
_  ^ _  t,,t ioao  measures  were,  moreover, 
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Of  tho  former  7cstorn  community,  only  three  groups  were 


still  "froo";  namely,  the  group  of  Axis  subjects  (who  wore  not 
intorned  until  after  tho  defeat  of  their  fatherland),  few 
neutrals  and  a  catogory  of  non-intorned  Eurasians.  Theso 
groups  wore  rigidly  spied  upon,  and  provonted  from  the 
oxcrcisc  of  their  "freedom"  in  many  other  ways. 

This  non-interned  Occidental  community  was  subjected  to  very 
heavy  pressure*  Besides  being  spied  upon  by  the  Japanc so 
Military  Police  (Kcrnpei)  and  its  henchmen  *  they  r»cro 
intimidated  by  continuous  wholesale  arrests  and  trials 
involving  hundreds  of  victims,  and  by  tho  fact  that  interro¬ 
gation  by  the  Kompci  as  well  as  tho  treatment  accorded  by 
Japanese  Courts  linrtial  v/oro  such  that  tho  victims  v.’ere 
doprived  of  all  rights,  and  abandoned  to  arbitrary  maltreat¬ 
ment  and  starvation  methods. 

Occidentals  wore,  whenever  possible,  dismissed  from  their 
official  and  private  positions  and  appointments,  thus 
depriving  tho  greater  part  of  this  section  of  the  community 
of  its  moans  of  livelihood.  All  bank  balances  wore  immediately 
frozen,  Occidental  banks  wero  liquidated,  and  the  percentage 
payable  in  respect  of  liquidation  was  v/ithhold  from  Occidentals. 
The  few  non-internod  Occidentals  wore  faced  with  practically 
no  alternative  than  gradually  to  sell  all  their  possessions. 

They  were  further  handicapped  by  tho  fact  that  the  Japanese 
requisitioned  whatever  took  their  fancy,  generally  without 
payment  of  any  compensation.  3y  introducing  compulsory 
registration  and  the  payment  of  registration  fees  -  (150 
guilders  for  Europeans;  75  guilders  for  Chinese  and  other 
non-Indonesian  Asiatics)  -  tho  Japanese  military  authorities 
made  the  position  still  more  difficult  for  theso  communities.

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At  tho  sr.no  tine,  the  Japan^so  Immediately  began  to 
close  down  r.ll  schools.  During  tho  second  period  Occidental 
schools  and  education  ronainod  definitely  banned. 

In  April  1942  a  ban  on  listoninf'-in  to  radio  broadcasts 
fron  outside  the  East  Indies  "/as  promulgated.  This  prohibi¬ 
tion  was  enforced  by  compulsory  sealing  and  registration  of 
all  wireless  sets,  to  make  then  unsuitable  for  the  reception 
of  short-v/ave  broadcasts  from  abroad.  In  July  1942,  sentences 
wore  pronounced  and  published  by  the  Japanese  Court  i±irtinl,that 
persons  who  had  listenod-in  to  foreign  broadcasts  dospito 
tho  ban  and/or  had  spr-ad  nows  therefrom,  wore,  intv.-r  alia, 
sentenced  to  death. 

Throughout  Japanese  occupation,  persons  suspected  of 
having  failed  to  comply  with  this  prohibition  were  regularly 
seized  by  tho  ICer.pei,  tortured  and  sonatinas  triod. 

Tho  possession  of  certain  numerous  specified  books  in 
enony  languages  constituted  a  punishable  offence.  Such  books 
had  to  be  handed  over  and  "'ore  burnt. 

Old  monuments,  -  reminders  of  forner  Occidental  influence  - 
were  carried  away,  partly  destroyed,  or  otherwise  stored  in 
warehouses. 

In  most  places,  tho  nnnos  of  streets  and  towns  were  changed 
into  Japanese,  •-r  some  tines  Unlay. 

Names  of  shops,  cormercinl  concerns,  trademarks,  etc., 
could  no  longer  appear  in  r/estcrn  languages,  but  had  to  bo 
transcribed  into  Japanese  or  Malay. 

Since  the  Ko  ripe  i- not  hods  wore  practised  not  only  on 
the  Occidental  connunity,  but  also  upon  members  of  the  other 
communities,  nil  expression  of  democratic  or  pro-Occidental 
sympathies  was  silenced. 

All  existing  Councils  wherein,  hitherto,  the  opinion  of 
various  communities  could  be  freely  expressed  on  problems  of 
administration  were  abolished. 


The  first,  to  be  dissolved  was  the  Peoples'  Council, 
established  in  1918,  which  exorcised  legislative  and 
budgetary  functions. 

Noxt,  in  Java,  the  Provincial,  I!unicipal  and  Regency 
Councils,  which  similarly  had  legislative  and  budgetary 
powers,  vrerc  abolished. 

In  regions  outside  Java,  too,  the  various  concils  v/hich 
had  boon  established  on  a  donocractic  basis  to  give  the  people 
an  opportunity  of  participation  in  the  administration  of  their 

country,  were  liquidated. 

By  Ordinance  No.  14  of  the  Japanese  Connander-in-Chicf , 
Java,  dated  29  April  19*2,  all  oxisting  lav/  courts  were 
abolished  ;  and  in  their  stead  Japanese  "Lavr  Courts  of  the 
Military  Government"  (Gunsoi  Hooin)  wore  established.  This 
new  Judiciary  was  provisional  and  was  later  replaced  by  a 
definitive  organization. 

There  was  no  provision  for  appeals.  The  decisions  in 
all  ponding  cases  of  the  lower  courts  wero  declared  to  be 
doomed  to  have  been  affirmed  by  the  Appellate  Court. 

By  Ordinances  Nos.  2  and  3  of  the  Japanese  Conraander-in- 
Chiof,  Java,  dated  8  and  20  March  1942  respectively,  all  * 
meetings,  associations  etc.  were  forbidden.  By  Ordinance 
No.  23  of  15  July  1942  this  prohibition  was  not  only 
explicitly  maintained,  but  also  all  chairmen  wore  ordered  to 

dissolve  their  respective  associations. 

The  only  associations  oxcopted  v/ero  those  concerned 
with  sports  and  recreation,  and  scientific,  cultural, 
charitable  and  distributing  organizations. 

Sven  associations  not  prohibited  wero  restricted  in 
their  activities;  they  were  subjected  to  police  supervision, 
and  could  only  resume  their  activities  after  obtaining 
permission  from  the  police,  and  registration.  Meetings  had  to 

be  authorized  by  the  police. 
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In  practice,  activities  were  permitted  only  those 
associations,  which  accented  Janan-^so  leadership  and  which 
could  bo  used  for  propaganda  purposes,  as,  e.g.,  the  Iketan 
Sport  Indonesia  (I.S.I.,  Indonesian  Sport  League). 

Fron  the  outset, the  Japanese  authorities  built  up  a 
very  extonsivo  propaganda  nachino. 

Along  with  the  first  troops  to  land  on  Java,  cane  the 
vanguard. 

These  Japanese  propagandists,  organized  in  the  Propaganda 
Section  ("Barisan  Propaganda")  of  tho  Japanese  16th  Arny 
(Osanu  Butai),  tried  to  establish  immediate  contact  with 
Indonesian  and  Chineso  politicians,  ?cnown  to  bo  disaffected, 
with  the  assistance  of  those  dissatisfied  persons,  in  April 
1942  the  so-called  "Tiga  A"  movement  was  established.  Local 
committees  of  Indonesians  were  set  up  to  carry  on  the 
activities  of  this  movement;  but  such  committees  had  no 
function  other  than  to  carry  out  activitios  planned  by  tho 
local  Japanese  propagandists. 

These  propagandists  immediately  seized  control  of  all 
means  of  nublic  expression.  All  public  and  private  radio 
broadcasts  and  cinematographic  activities  as  well  as  the 
entire  Press  were  immediately  placed  under  their  control. 

For  about  two  months  after  tho  occupation,  these  broadcasts 
and  newspapers  were  still  permitted  to  be  transmitted  and  to 
appear  in  Dutch.  As  soon  as  tho  propaganda  machine  had  boon 
sufficiently  organized,  all  nowspanors  wore  forbidden,  and 
in  their  stead  new  papors  v/oro  introduced  in  the  Malay 
language  under  the  direction  of  Indonesian  and  Chinese  press¬ 
men  carefully  chosen  by  the  Japanese  propaganda  service.  On 
the  Emperor's  birthday  (29th  April  1942),  the  first  now  :ialay 
language  daily  paper  in  Java,  the  "Asia  Raya"  (Greater  Asia) 
was  established,  and  continued  to  appear  regularly  until 
9  September  1945,  as  the  most  important  organ  for  voicing 
Japanese  propaganda.  At  first  it  was  under  Japanese  direction; 
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but  after  the  Indonesian  staff  had  proved  themselves  "matured" 
t&o  direction  was  officially  handed  over  to  then;  but  in 
reality,  the  direction  rorninod  in  Jnpnnoso  hands. 

Other  places  in  Java  soon  followed  suit,  so  that  ultimately 
Japanoso  controlled  newspapers  in  Unlay  v/oro  issued  in  five 
placos  in  Java. 

In  addition  a  Jaranoso  language  pa^c-r,  the  Java  Shinbun, 
was  published  in  Batavia. 

In  her  propaganda  Japan  ref^rr^d  to  herself  as  the 
"liberator",  come  to  establish  a "Now  Order".  It  stated,  that 
"New-Java"  was  to  be  educated  to  become  a  worthy  member  of 
the  Greater  East  Asia  Co-Prosperity  Sphoro  und^r  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Japan. 

The  Japanese  instituted  a  rigid  censorship,  which  not 
only  affected  all  postal-,  telegraphic-  and  telephonic- 
communication,  but  also  extended  to  all  photographs  given 
to  professional  photographers  for  development . 

Furthermore,  all  public  utterances  were  subject  to 
censorship.  This  did  not  alon^  extend  to  all  radio  broadcasts 
and  the  press,  but  also  to  the  theater,  sermons,  etc.  Gradually 
thoatrical  conmanios,  etc.  were  taken  over  by  the  propaganda 
service. 

The  publication  of  books  was  also  subject  to  censorhip, 
and  only  works  emanating  from  the  propaganda  service  appeared 
during  the  period  of  occupation.  By  these  methods  the 
Japanese  had  control  of  all  expressions  of  public  opinion. 

During  the  period  now  being  treated  Japanization  of 
the  Southern  regions  was  bogun.  For  instance,  the  use  of 
Japanese  words  was  immediately  introduced  for  designating 

1 

official  services,  offices,  etc.  and  this  usage  gradually 
became  prevalent  during  the  occunntion,  so  that  ultimately 
the  reading  of  a  rainy  language  newspaper  was  scarcely  possible 
without  knowledge  of  tho  offices,  sorvic-s,  Institutions, 
organizations,  ideas,  etc.,  referred  to  by  Japanese  words. 
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The  Janancs  authorities  Introduced  the  Ja.-r.n030  system 
of  dating  years,  the  Japanese  tine  syston  and  the  Japanese 

budgetary  yor.r. 

The  police  wore  the  Japanese  flap  for  cap  badges. 

Emperor  worship  -  offensive  to  Mohammedans  -  *a.  Introduced. 

„11  nubile  gatherings  and  mootings  began  -'1th  the  obllgat 
bow  in  the  direction  of  the  Tokyo  palace.  Host  neotlngs 
ended  with  the  words:  "Tonne  Ho  Ike  -  banzai".  ,111  Japanese 
days  of  celebration  were  introduced.  The  display  of  any  flag 
other  than  the  Japanese  was  forbidden.  On  the  Japanese  days  of 
celebration  the  Japanese  flag  had  to  be  flown  on  all  official 

and  private  buildings  under  strictly  prescribed  rules. 

Portraits  of  nonb..rs  of  the  Dutch  and  Allied  Governnents 

were  forbidden.  These  had  to  be  handed  ever  and  were  burned. 

The  possession  of  portraits  and  other  pictures  of  the 
Japanese  Inporiel  family  was  governed  by  rules  aimed  at 
ensuring  that  there  should  bo  no  "lesu-najesty" . 

Postage-  and  revenue-  stnrms  wore  narked  "Dai  Nippon", 
and  later  new  stamps  were  issued  with  texts  in  lialay  and 

Jananoso  reading  "Dai  Nippon". 

The  Japanese  at  once  began  to  establish  schools  rhich 

taught  only  the  Japanese  language.  ,,fhen  later  schools  for 
Indonesians  were  reopened  tho  curriculum  was  revised  to  ru.ot 
Japanese  requirements  and  Important  subjects  In  the  new 
schedule  were  Japanese  language  and  Japanese  songs  and  dances, 

otc . 

In  the  fields  of  finance  and  economics  the  programs  ap-'llod 
in  the  East  Indies  wore  similar  despite  tho  fact  that  some 
areas  wore  administered  by  tho  Army,  and  some  by  the  Navy. 

Java  and  Sumatra  were  occupied  by  different  Japanese 
armies  and  Celebes,  Borneo,  the  Moluccas,  Timor,  etc.,  were 
occunied  by  the  Japanese  Navy,  with  practically  no  contact 
with  each  other.  Nevertheless  the  basic  principles  unon  which 
these  regions  were  administered  wore  entirely  similar  In  reality, 


The  first  Ordinance  of  the  Japanese  Commander- in-Chlef <  Java, 
dated  7  Maroh  1942,  No.  1,  introduced  Japanese  military  paper 
currency  with  the  text  in  Dutch,  readingi  'The  Japanese 
dovernment.  One  half  guilder*.  Taper  money  was  issued 
similarly  in  other  denominations.  The  East  Indies  guilder 
was  reduced  to  the  valuo  of  the  yen.  At  firet,  tho  paper  money 
already  in  circulation  was  retained?  but  later,  when  this  old 
ourroncy  had  considerably  gr jator  valuo  in  the  opon  market 
than  tho  Japanese  occupation  monoy,  it  wao  withdrawn  and  its 
possession  constituted  a  punishable  offonco.  The  Japanese 
paper  money  revealed  differences  in  tho  various  occupiod  areas. 

In  Sumatra,  which  was  originally  under  tho  samo  military 
administration  as  Malaya,  tho  sane  text  appeared  on  tho  seme 
background  ns  in  the  cose  of  the  papor  money  issued  in  Java, 
but  in  English,  wheroa3  in  the  other  rogions  of  tho  East 
Indios,  and  in  Portuguese  Timor,  the  Dutch  toxt  was  used. 

In  1944 ,  new  paper  monoy  was  dosignod  and  printed  in 
Batavia,  with  the  toxt  in  Japanese  and  Malay. 

This  paper  money  was  issued  in  unlimited  ounntitios  without 
backing,  vfcich  soon  led  to  inflation,  which  bogan  early  in 
1943  and  continued  to  increaso  at  an  over  faster  rnto,  until 
by  the  middle  of  1945  this  paper  monoy  only  had  about  a 
fortioth  of  its  original  purchasing  valuo. 

All  banks,  both  official  and  non-official ,woro  closod 
down  at  once.  During  tho  couroo  of  1942  and  1943  tho  Java 
Bank  (the  circulation  bank)  and  privato  banks  TOro  liquidntod. 

Tho  Post  Offico  Savings  Bonk  and  tho  Tooplos'  Gonoral  Credit 
Bank  which  largoly  had  Indonesian  olionts,  vnro  reopened  under 
Japanese  names  and  under  Japanese  direction,  but  tho  balancos 
duo  at  tho  time  of  the  closing  remained  frozen.  Lntor,  tho 
oash  deposits  of  Indonesian  olionts  wo ro  partly  unfrozen  whilo 
tho  doposits  of  Occidentals  and  intarneos  and  prisoners 
remainod  frozen,  and  wero  transforrod  to  tho  Japanoso  established 
Diomy  Property  Administration  Buroau  (Tekisan  Knrmibu),  which 
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was  charged  with  the  "custody"  of  enemy  prop<  rty.  This 
Institution  liquidated  nearly  nil  confiscated  property,  and 
credited  In  its  books  the  owners  thereof,  when  known,  with 
the  proceeds  in  Japanese  paper  money. 

Later,  after  Ifcy  19*5,  this  liquidation  was  hastened. 

In  Batavia  tho  Konpoi  and  its  monbers  were  frequently  tho 
purchasers  at  so-called  public  auctions,  and  tho  proceeds 
in  Japanese  occupation  money  boro  no  reasonable  relation  Do 
the  real  price  for  tho  sane  article  in  the  sane  paper  money 
in  the  open  market. 

All  stocks  of  Occidontal  irviorters,  as  well  as  private 
possessions  in  the  form  of  movables  and  claims  for  payment 
(v/hon  capable  of  realisation)  owned  by  Occidentals  were 
translated  into  claims  in  Japanese  paper  money  on  the  above- 
named  Tekisan  Kanribu.  Possession  of  "enemy  property"  con¬ 
stituted  a  nunishable  offence  and  tho  holder  was  obliged  to 
hand  it  over.  Even  non-intorned  Eurasians  wore  considered 
enemy  nationals,  so  that  ronts,  due  them,  had  to  be  aaid  to 
the  Japanese.  Unsold  property  was  delivered  upon  request 
to  Japanese  officials  and  individuals,  and  their  proteges. 

3efore  tho  war,  in  tho  Netherlands  Indies,  big  capital, 
chiefly  contributed  by  Occidentals,  had  been  invested  in 
agricultural  enterprises  and  industries.  The  agricultural 
unterprisos  (excepting  sugar-factories,  which  were  organized 
in  the  "Java  Togyo  liengo  Kai")  we  re  brought  by  the  Japanese 
under  tho  "Saibai  Kigyoo  ICanrikoodan" .  This  organization 
had  charge  of  tho  administration  of  "enemy"  agricultural 
concerns  under  the  Tekisan  Kanribu  and  the  control  over  all 
other  agricultural  enterprises  including  those  operated  with 
Indonesian  or  Chinese  capital.  Littlo  attention  was  paid  to 
the  interests  of  owners.  This  body  oxecuted  a  policy  directod 
towards  carrying  out  a  rigorous  var  effort  and  to  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  production  required  by  the  Great  Erst  Agin  Co-Prosperity 
Sphere.  Enterprises  and  industries  which  wore  of  no  importance 
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to  the  immediate  war  effort,  wore  whenever  possible*  switched 
over  to  other  production,  or  when  thr.t  was  not  fer.siblo,  were 
retained  if  such  retention  were  do  ned  worthwhile  fron  the 
point  of  view  of  the  anticipated  requirements  of  the  Groat 
East  Asia  Co-Prosperity  Sphere  at  the  end  of  the  war.  Toa- 
and  rubber-plantations  suffered  seriously,  because  tho 
Japanoso,  during  tho  later  stages  of  tho  occupation,  gave 
precedence  to  foodcrops.  To a- plants  and  rubbortrees  were 
chopped  and  used  for  firewood,  the  estates  boing  parcelled 
out  amongst  local  farmers  to  increase  areas  for  foodcrops. 

A  large  part  of  tho  Western-owned  agricultural  enter¬ 
prises  was  liquidated.  Tho  entire  sugar  industry  was  allotted 
in  6  or  7  blocks  to  the  large  Japanoso  sugar  companies,  and 
wo 8  exploited  by  them  under  the  continued  direction  and 
control  of  tho  abovomentionod.  body. 

Sugar  production  was  reduced  considerably  and  tho 
machinery  belonging  to  the  unworkod  sugar-factories  was  partly 
scrapped  or  carried  off,  v/hun  the  factories  wore  not  switched 
over  to  produce  other  commodities  more  important  for  the  war 
effort,  such  as  alcohol,  butanol,  otc. 

The  possession  of  immovable  property  belonging  to 
Occidentals  or  governmental  institutions,  was  transferred  by 
the  Japanese  to  tho  "Hudoosan  ICanrikoodan"  established  by 
them,  which  handed  over  tho  property  as  required  to  the 
Japanese  military  or  civil  authorities  for  business  and.  for 
personal  purposes. 

m 

Ownership  of  immovable  property  was  drastically  chxngod 
by  the  Japanese. 

The  so-called  'Private  estates"  were  appropriated  b;y  the 
Military  Government  without  tho  payment  of  any  conponso*tion 
to  tho  owners,  under  Ordinance  No.  17  of  the  Japanese 
Commnndor-in-Chief ,  Java,  dated  1  June  194-2. 

In  the  other  islands  too,  such  expropriations  took  place, 
as  for  instance  in  the  Celebes,  by  virtuo  of  an  Ordinance  No. 
ii  of  the  Minseifu  (the  Civil  Administration),  dated  20  March 
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suUod  by  the  UUitcry  ..dninlstration  and  "or.  derated  without 
condensation,  and  in  sono  oases  wore  allottod  to  rlv-.to 
Jr.pr.no so  comc.n ios . 

Private  railway,  tram  y  and  bus  conpanios  wore  nmlgo- 
nated  with  tho  State  hallways.  The  o,-:l"nont  of  private 
railway  conpani.s  was  for  a  large  "art  shinned  to  trie  Burma 
Sian  railway.  Direction  of  railways  was  unified  under  tho 
iiikuyu  Sookyoku  (.nilway  Head  Office),  and  all  trace  of  ferner 
independent  operation  by  private  conpanios  was  obliterated. 

The  personnel  of  these  conpanios  was  pooled  and  Japanese  rank 
designations  and  torrinolcgy  were  introduced. 

*  Private  or  soni-ewornnjntal  pr.s-  and  porer-  conpanios 
as  well  as  privately  owned  nininy  concerns  wore  taken  over  and 
operated  by  either  tho  Military  Oovernnent  or  Japanese 
conpanios . 

Tho  policy  of  exploitation  of  natural  resources  of  tho 
East  Indios/^rricd  on  Partly  by  the  Military  Adnlnistration 
itself,  partly  through  nononolias  granted  to  certain  big  Janant.se 
business  concerns  and  ur.rtly  by  Japanese  "national  policy 

conpanios" . 

Tho  Southern  Development  Sank  (Hanpco  Hnihatu  Olnko),  an 
entirely  covornnent  owned  and  operated  bank  had  as  its  chief 
function  tho  financier  of  tho  development  and  exploitation  of 
natural  rosourcos  In  the  Southern  lloglons  and  tho  control  of 
circulation  and  finance  In  those  areas.  This  bank  was  directed 
by  tho  Ministry  for  Greater  East  .'.sin  and  it  acted  in  the 

Southern  itoRlcns  as  cashier  to  tho  Japanese  ..rwy. 

Tho  Japanese  Government  also  divided  up  natural  resources 

in  tho  southern  Hat-Ions  between  the  various  Japanese  applicants 
and  allotted  each  of  then  part  of  f.oso  areas,  usually  according

Tho  liquidation  of  these  banks  and  tho  introduction  of 
Japanese  banks  was  effected,  intor  alia,  by  comelling  the 
bank  debtors  whoso  debts  wore  declared  to  bo  claimable  on 
25th  November  1942  to  apply  to  the  Japanese  banks  for  now 
credits  backed  by  tho  securities  pledged  to  tho  Western  banks.

Ord.ina.nco  -:o.  27  issued  by  tho  Commandor- in-Chief,  Javn,  dated

Undar  this  Java  was  divided  into  17  "Syuu",  comparable  geographically  to 
tho  former  "Residencies"  rnd  ono  "Tokubrtu  Si"  ("Special  City  Area") 
comprising  Batavia.

Jill  those  local  bodies  supplanted  the  fomcr  decontrolled  ^nd 
autonomous  local  administration,’  ar.d  were  ulrcrd  directly  under  tho 
Gunscikanbu  la  a  rigidly  centralized  system.  Loce.l  councils  were  not 
aentioned  in  the  Ordinance,  and  popul"T  participation  in  local  adninis- 
tr'tion  como  to  '•n  end.

Ku,  SI  and  Siku.  lurlne  this  second  period  the  or*rvic  levs  .-roveming 
tho  functions  of  ndninistratlv''  bodlos  under  the  old  oysters  vero  “bolished, 
and  replaced  by  Japanese  roaulatior.s ,  on  which  the  cortmllzed  new 
administration  was  based. 

Tho  position  of  tho  Syuutyoo  (conparablo  to  th«  former  "Resident") 
end  of  other  local  officials  v^s,  on  or.i  hand,  corsidorrbly  strengthened, 
and  on  tho  other  nado  far  rnoro  Acrjcndcat  on  the  Central  Administration. 

Tho  .Tuchror-prir.ciplc  was  introduced.  Theso  officials,  responsible 
only  to  thoir  suporiors,  had  a  lrrgo  noasuro  of  liborty  in  the  execution 
of  their  duties:  they  had  powers  of  dismissal  ard  appointnont,  and 

almost  unrostrictod  disciplinary  uowors  over  their  staffs. 

They  woro  c^owr.rcd  to  issuo  regulations  to  Lmplonent  ordinances 
promulgated  by  higher  authority  a.nd  also  regulations  concerning  matters 
not  yet  covered  by  such  ordinoncos.  However,  they  were  subjoct  to  tho 
authority  of  their  suporiors  and  were  responsible  to  them  in  all  cases. 
According  to  statonents  by  Japanese  Syuutyoo  and  similar  authoritios,  tho 
objoct  tho  Japanese  haul  in  mind  was  to  build  up  an  administration  which 
in  its  final  form  should  bo  oc  the  s**ns  liras  *s  those  followed  in  their 
colonioe  in  Pormoe.a  and  Xoroa.

In  the  other  islands  of  the  >.st  Indies  judicial  powers  were 
adr.inistrrod  in  the  s*ne  rex?. nr.  Forcer  courts  were  abolished  and  r.ew 
Japanese  courts  established. 

At  the  outset  of  the  occupation  the  Japanese  authorities  took  over 
the  Folico  School  at  Sukahur.i,  Java.  Also  in  the  capitals  of  the  various 
Sjniu,  pornrnnr.t  courses  for  the  t mining  of  police  personnel,  led  hy 
Japaneso,  were  established.  Finally  propaganda  courses  for  personnel 
already  in  the  service  were  conducted  rocularly.  in  which  the  ideals  of 
Creator  >et  Asia,  and  Japan's  ritf-t  were  tru-ht.  a  oyster  of  corporal 
nal treatment,  administered  on  the  snot  or  «t  the  police  st-tion,  f6r 
the  sottlcr.ont  of  ninor  infractions  was  introduced.  Maltroatnent  as  a 
punishnont  for  insignificant  offoncos  wrs  soon  daily  in  the  streots.  a 
certain  section  of  the  Indonesia.  Police  Force  adopt od  the  tactics  of  tho 

Zonpei. 

A  .opiate  Police  Department,  later  the  Public  Security  Department, 
was  established  alone  centralized  linos  r.nd  all  executive  functions  were 
taken  over  hy  the  Japanese. 

The  existing  Force  wa.s  felt  to  ho  insufficient  hy  the  Japanese 
authorities.  Various  ways  to  remedy  this  situation  were  attested. 

Tho  Zcrpeihoo,  an  Indonesian  'oxtor-sion  of  the  ICerpci,  trained  h7 
Xrxipci  personnel  in  Ec=*oi  r.ethods,  wa.s  organiiod.  It  was  Doth  feared  and 

hated  hy  the  people. 
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In  April  1°43 ,  a  Hoiboo dan  (p  eort  of  Villpge  Quarto)  was  organized 

as  an  auxiliary  poller  force  in  pH  villrgos  pnd  municipalities.  This 
roinforcod  tho  rogular  police  by  approximately  1,3CG,0C0. 

Ihe  Sciboodar.  hp.d  p.  variety  of  duties.  It  hod  to  go  into  Rction  in 
cn.se  of  firo  or  other  calanitio* ,  it  had  to  assist  the  rncular  police  in 
npprohonsions  of  crashed  Rlliod  air  crows*  paratroopers  pnd  others,  did 
24-houx*  guard  duties  in  its  arm,  turno<*  out  in  force  during  publid 
propaganda  noctings  otc.  Its  rain  duty  consisted  of  spying,  chiofly  in 
a  general  campaign  against  oneny  spies. 

In  1945,  these  Xciboodan  wore  used  to  train  tho  population  in 
guerilla  action,  such  p.s  cutting  lines  of  communication,  destruction  of 
snail  onony  dotach.ncr.ts,  otc.,  with  wholly  inadequate  veppons  such  as 
banboosporrs.  This  training  taught  tho  sinplo  farnor  foa.r  of  foreigners 
and  hate  for  Occidentals  and  led  to  barbarous  display  of  cruelty  to  those 


foreigners. 

A  third  force  auxiliary  to  tho  polleo,  wrb  sot  up  early  in  1945,  and 
called  "oibootai,  which  oporp.tod  only  in  towns  and  sorvod  tho  sar.e  purposes 
as  the  Zeiboodan.  Its  norbers  wero  recruited  chiofly  from  among  tho  Chinese, 

The  Itonpei— Hoo  was  n»rt  of  tho  "enpoi,  whilo  both  tho  ~oiboodan  and 
tho  "oibootai  although  Japanoso-lod,  ar.d  trained,  forced  no  ppxt  of  the 
official  Army  organization.  Tho  nonbore  of  tho  t«o  latter  were  "volunteers 
if  the  required  numbers  were  not  filled,  the  remainder  wero  drafted; 

The  prison  system  was  sinilarly  reorganized  undor  Japanese  instructions 
Coursos  wore  hold  for  the  training  of  newly  rocruitod  personnel  as  well  as 
for  tho  "irprovonent"  of  personnel  with  previous  sorvieo.  Japanese 
designations  and  Japanese  markings  wore  introduced.  Tho  treatment  of 
prisoners  was  inhumane. 

The  Military  Government  procoodod  to  lay  down  a  revised  educational 
program  with  a  view  to  rooponirg  schools  for  Indonesians. 

aducation  in  tho  Pooplo's  Schools  w»s  rovised.  Instruction 
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v?ro  abolished  to  rrko  vlrco  for  one  standard  tyuo  or  i-.tcrr.cai 
school  with  a  ur.ifom  curriculum.  This  school  wrs  AMtoA  into  a  »r«it 
Pud  h  Kighor  School.  The  curriculum  wp.b  very  much  Binolified  with  forcic'. 
1W(W0.  and  general  history  dropood  to  make  plr.co  for  Japaxcec  language 
amd  history.  Textbooks  or.  tho  history  of  tho  ifllnrds  wore  burned  and  ft  new 
toxtbook  wrs  introduced,  which  erphftBizod  rpcial  affinities  and  ties  of 
common  dostiny  with  Japan. 

An  entirely  now  subject  <ms  the  “Seisin"  (Spirit),  which  taught  Oro*tc* 
Se.st  Asia  Co-Prosperity  Sphere  idoals  to  the  younger  generation,  such  ns  the 
Spirit  should  be  able  to  ovorcome  all  mr.torirl  obstacles.  In  this  ".-in 
youngsters  were  exhorted  to  fight  trnks  end  other  modem  weapons,  with 
bamboo  spears  if  necossary. 

Vocational  schools  wore  reorganized  to  conform  with  Japanese  conceptions

In  order  to  dr  on  on  the  conviction  of  wor.rn  in  their  dutic*  towards 
tho  effort*  of  tho  defence  of  tho  country  in  vartino,  in  tho  fir*t 
Plr  cc  to  .-ivo  instruction  ir.  fir*t  Aid  the  Hujin  ITni  shall  ho  allowod 
to  or^anizo  lecture  arotino*  end  courses  and  to  establish  a  close 
contact  with  the  Soinondan  and  Iteihoodan  in  conducting  exorcises  so 
thr.t  in  future  when  thrr.i  is  an  onony  attack  tho  work  car  he  done 
a*  well  r.s  ?ossiblo.“ 

Dovclopncnts  in  tho  other  islands ,  vero  roUiikly  parallel  to 
thoso  in  Java.  However,  the  Japanese  livinr  ar.on?  less  Advanced  pooplos, 
with  e  lower  standard  of  efficiency  ar.onn  their  own  Japanese  personr.ol,  and 
at  the  sane  tine  Icsp  dooradoat  on  the  cooperation  of  tho  local  population 
than  they  woro  ir.  Java,  their  chief  Tarary  ar.d  supoly  baso ,  they  tackled 
the  process  of  political  coordination  noro  sketchily. 
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III.  THE  TTIRD  PH..SE 

From  July  1943  until  September  1944. 

As  early  as  in  the  first  poriod,  thoro  wa3  some  activity  by  Japanese 
authorities  in  the  political  field,  but  the  policy  adopted  locally  was 
characterized  by  the  Naval  Liaison  Officor  at  Batavia  as  a  policy  of  “wait 
and  see.” 

Iiimediately  after  the  occupation  a  prohibition  was  laid  down  in 
Art.  2  of  Ordinance  Mo.  2  of  tho  Commando r-in-Chi of ,  Java,  dated  8  Iferch 
1942,  which  read  as  follows: 

"Until  further  notice  it  shall  bo  strictly  prohibited  to  commit  the 
following  acts: 

"a.  participation  in  any  organization}  attending  any  meetings} 
conducting  propaganda  in  favour  of  tho  enomy;  tho  posting  of 
printed  or  illustratod  placards . " 

By  Ordinance  Ho.  3,  dated  20  March  1942,  it  was  further  prohibited 
to  "discuss,  engage  in  activitios,  oncourago,  or  make  propaganda  concerning 
tho  organization  and  structure  of  the  Government." 

By  virtue  of  these  prohibitions  cortain  Indonesian  nationalist  load¬ 
ers  wore  arrested  by  the  Korapei  in  Anril  1942,  some  of  whom  were  only  re¬ 
leased  much  later. 

In  December  1942  to  January  1943  a  large  scale  round-up  was  conducted 
of  Indonesians  who  had  engaged  in  any  underground  activities  of  a  kind  that 
might  possibly  be  construed  as  being  anti-Japanese.  They  were  -  except  for 
those  who  had  been  sentenced  to  death  or  had  died  in  prisons  -  not  released 
until  September  1945.  Even  after  January  1943*  the  Kompoi  scrupulously  con¬ 
tinued  to  guard  against  and  spy  up-on  all  underground  activity,  which  cost  a 
very  largo  number  of  victims. 

In  1942  tho  Japanese  initiated  the  "jiAA"  Movement.  This  name  was 
announced  on  big  placards  displaying  the  following  slogans: 

Nippon  Polindung  Asia  (Japan  the  Protoctor  of  Asia) 

Nippon  Pemimpin  Asia  (Japan  tho  Ljador  of  Asia) 

Nippon  Chahoya  Asia  (Japan  the  Light  of  Asia) 

Tho  AAA  for  Asia  wore  printed  larger  and  in  a  more  striking  colour  than  the 
other  letters.  The  thomes  which  this  movoraont  elaborated  were  "Asia  for 
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the  Asiatics"  and  hate  against  "foreigners  belonging  to  the  white  race"  and 
against  the  "Vestem  exploiters".  The  Japanese,  on  the  contrary,  were 
stated  to  be  of  the  same  race  and  stock  as  the  Indonesians.  The  language 
"the  Indonesian  people  who  have  the  same  ancestors  and  are  of  the  same  race 
as  the  Japanese,"  appeared  in  Art.  1  of  Ordinance  No.  1  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Japanese  Forces,  dated  7  March  1942.  Western  influence  was 
represented  as  being  a  corruption  of  the  Eastern  soul;  Japan  was  represented 
as  the  Saviour  of  Asiatic  peoples,  and  the  Co-Pro3perity  Sphere  of  Greater 
East  .lain  under  the  "paternal"  leadership  of  Japan  was  represented  as  lib¬ 
erating  the  Asiatic  peoples.  Apart  from  the  slogan  "New  Java"  or  "a  New 
Order  in  Java",  the  meaning  to  Java  of  tho  Greater  East  .isia  Co-Prosperity 
Sphere  was  not  defined.  Use  of  the  word  "Indonesia"  in  a  political  sense 
was  not  permitted.  In  most  official  publications  the  Indonesians  were  re- 
furred  to  as  "the  original  inhabitants," 

While  the  AAA  Movement  uas  in  full  swing,  further  contact  was  sought 
with  tho  Indonesian  world,  and  especially  with  those  who  were  dissatisfied 
with  tho  former  rule  and  tho  rato  at  which  that  rule  prepared  for  independ¬ 
ence. 


Chief  among  these  was  Sukarno,  who  was  brought  to  Java  by  the  Kompoi 
in  July  1942,  and  who  formed  tho  so-called  "Ampat  Sorangkai"  (four-leaved 
clover)  with  three  other  nationalists.  These  bocome  the  leodors,  under 
Japanese  supervision,  of  thoso  nationalists  who  wore  preparod  to  cooperate 
with  Japan.  The  four  Seringkai  saw  in  tho  Japanese  promises  a  means  of 
attaining  the  early  independence  for  which  they  were  striving.  They  be¬ 
lieved  in  these  promises  and  advocated  complete  cooperation  with  the  Jap- 
anese  Military  Government. 

The  Japanese  also  sought  to  approach  the  group  of  Indonesian  intel¬ 
lectuals  who  were  not  discontented  with  tho  former  rulo  and  had  held  high 
office  thereunder.  The  Japanese  Commander-In-Chief  set  up,  in  December 
1942,  the  'KyuukAn  Soido  Tyoosn  Iinkai*  (Committee  for  the  Study  of  former 
Customs  and  Political  Systems)}  "in  ordor  to  survey  and  study  the  customs 
and  the  former  governmental  systems  of  the  country,  and  to  contribute 
towards  tho  Administration  of  Java."  Nine  Japanese  including  the  chairman 
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and  ton  Indonesians,  including  thd^Four-leavod  Clover"  and  certain  former 

* 

Chiefs  of  Departments,  former  professors  and  members  of  the  former  People's 
Counoil ,  sat  on  this  Committee.  It  never  played  an  important  role  and  was 

abolished  by  the  Japanoso  in  November  1943*

The  first  reruest  to  the  Japanese  authorities  mado  by  the  "Four 

Serapgkai"  was  to  bo  allowod  to  form  a  party.  This  request  was  considered  in

until  8  December  1942,  whon  at  tho  commemoration  of  Poarl  %*bbu*,  a  big

propaganda  meeting  v/as  held  in  Bit avia,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  publicly 
promised  that  a  single  party  for  Indonesians  only  would  be  permitted*  The 
fulfillment  of  this  promise  had  to  wait  for  a  decision  from  Tokyo. 

On  9  March  1943  the  "Putora"  Movement  v/as  created,  deriving  its  name 
from  a  symbolic  abbreviation  of  "Pusat  Tenaga  Ray at 11  denoting  "Center  of  the

People* 8  Spiritual  Power,"  wtiilo  "Putora"  means  "knight's  son."  •

Its  aims  and  policy  were  approximately  similar  to  those  of  tho  prev¬ 
iously  discussed  corporations,  excopt  that  the  name  of  this  people's  move¬ 


ment  was  not  Japmose,  but  Vital  ay.  Tho  Putora  was  not  a  party,  but  only  a

"movement"  with  leaders  and  advisory  councils* 

The  leaders  v/ere  appointed  by  the  Commando r-in-Chief  and  wore  assisted 
by  the  advisory  council  in  which  there  were  approximately  equal  numbers  of 
Japaneso  and  Indonesians,  the  latter  being  nominated  by  the  looker  with  the 
approval  of  the  Gunsoikon.  local  l*adors  woro  appointed  by  the  Leader,  with

Japanese  approval. 

The  organization  of  the  Putora  was  governed  by  rules  laid  down  by  the 
Commandor-in-Chief,  and  its  aims  wore  officially  described  by  the  Japanese 
as  f  ollov/8 :

In  this  address  the  Putura  leaders  ware  further  urged: 

••Do  your  utmost  always  to  bo  fully  aware  of  the  existing  limitations 
"in  the  present  situation,  and  never  lead  the  common  people  astray. 
hj  hope  you  will  do  your  best  to  fulfill  the  aims  and  objectives 
"of  this  Movement,  and  that  you  will  cooperate  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Co-prosperity  Sphere  in  Greater  East  Asia  and  build 
"a  New  Java  to  be  a  merrJbor  in  tho  family  of  nations  within  the 

"Co— prosperity  Sphere  in  Greater  East  »%sia.' 

The  functions  of  tho  Futora  were  officially  set  out  in  the  following  ton 

points: 

1.  To  impress  upon  the  Indonesian  population  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  "New  Java." 

2.  Tb  eliminate  Occidental  influences. 

3.  Tt>  participate  in  tho  defonco  of  Greater  East  Asia. 

U.  To  foster  self -discipline  in  bearing  all  mental  and  physical 
privations  necessary  for  winning  ultimate  victory. 

5.  To  deopen  mutual  understanding  between  tho  Japanese  and 
Indonesians. 

6.  To  encourage  tho  study  of  tho  Jap<aneso  language. 

7.  To  raise  tho  standards  of  tho  Indonesian  population  and  develop 

thoir  capacities  .and  character. 

8.  To  encourage  tho  care  of  health  and  sport  in  order  to  improve 
the  physi  me  of  tho  population. 

9.  To  encourage  thrift  and  savings. 

10.  Tb  encourage  hignor  production  in  every  field  and  to  develop 

a  lova  of  work. 

Tho  Putor.a  was  only  tor  Indonesians.  The  now  social  hierarchy  intro¬ 
duced  by  tho  Japanese  comprised  the  following  grades':  1.  Japanese;  2. 
Indonesians.:  3-  other  Asiatics;  4.  mixturos  o £  Indonesians  with  other 
groups;  5.  Euiop.sns.  Thereby,  Indonesians,  being  the  "original  inhabi¬ 
tants",  were  treated  as  0  privileged  category,  while  groups  3  to  5  wore 
treated  rs  foreigners,  rith  thu  Europeans  and  Eurasians  rsooiving  the  worst 

treatment. 
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..bout  the  soma  tine  '.8  the  inatitution  of  the  Putora,  tha  restrictions 
on  travel  by  so-called  "foreigners"  ware  strengthened.  Uoroover,  it  was 
ordered  that  everyone  must  immediately  inform  tho  police  when  lodging  someone 
from  outside  tho  place  of  his  residence.  "Forbiddon  zones"  were  introduced, 
covering  the  entire  South  coast  and  the  two  Eastern  and  , /astern  extremities 
of  Java,  where  no  "foreigners"  were  allowed  to  entor  and  for  which  oven  In¬ 
donesians  needed  a  pass. 

Tho  first  great  onthusiam  for  the  Putora  dwindled  when  it  became 
apparent  th  \t  the  activities  of  this  body,  to  which  the  population  had 
looked  forw-.rd,  were  to  be  entirely  restricted  to  the  basic  principles  laid 
down  by  tho  Japanese  propaganda  service.  There  was  great  disappointment 
when  tho  originally  planned  Youth  Movement  of  the  Putera  was  forbidden,  .and 
the  Japanose  authorities  sot  up  instead  their  own  youth  movement. 

Meanwhile,  outside  the  E-.st  Indies  great  changes  had  taken  place. 

Japan  had  been  forced  from  an  offensive  into  .a  defensive  position  and  lines 
of  communication  were  seriously  threatened, 

..gainst  this  background,  on  16  June  19A3*  Prime  Minister  To jo  made  a 

speech  in  the  Diet  wherein,  inter  alia,  ho  statod  that  in  vieiv  of  the  fact 

th  t  the  ceople  of  Java  had  shown  their  readiness  to  cooperate  with  tho 

1  1  government , 

Japanese  Military  .idministr  .tion,  thoy  should  be  given  pnrticinrtion  in  tho  / 
On  this  occasion  Tojo  also  promised  so-called  independence  to  Burma  and  to 
the  Philippines. 

In  pursuance  of  this  promise,  Primo  Minister  Tojo  visited  the  Southern 
/legions  in  person. 

Enrouto  to  Java,  Tojo  called  at  Manila  and  Singapore,  repeating  the 
promise  of  "independence"  for  the  Philippines  and  Burma.  In  Java  no  "inde¬ 
pendence"  was  promised,  but  only  participation  in  the  government.  The 
promise  >ns  coupled  with  the  conditions  that  there  should  be  complete  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Japanese  Military  Administration  in  order  to  win  ultimate 

victory. 

Following  this  promise,  in  ..ugust  1943*  ™  Indonesian  was  -appointed 
Chief  of  the  Syuumubu  (Department  of  Religious  ..flairs),  but  actual  control 
ra.i-ined  in  the  hands  of  Japanese  section  heads;  and  two  others  were  ap¬ 
pointed  Syuutyoo  (Chief  of  a  Residency)  in  tho  two  smallest  Residencies  of 
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•  * 

Java,  with  actual  power  in  tha  hands  of  tho  Japanese  Vice-Chief*.  Further¬ 
more,  a  nvxto  ir  of  Tndor.  ^ni-nc  wore  of^cially  on-vejnt.od  to  lower  positions* 

lstrativo  Corps  and  wore  accorded  corroapo..u*  ^  «-  -P  nos 

Tho  "San-yo  Soldo"  (Advisor  Systom)  was  introduced,  and  Indonesians 
ware  nominated  to  be  advisor  to  seven  Departments.  Tho  San-yo  only  acted 
. iv  ivfj.rj«  to  him  for  auvioe. 

In  all  Residencies  and  also  in  the  Special  UunicipaU ty  of  Batavia 
an  advisory  body,  tho  Sangi  Kai,  was  established  to  advise  the  Resident  in 
mattors  of  local  government,  by  Ordinance  i.'o.  37  of  the  Cor.jn.and er-in-Chiuf , 
dated  5  September  1943.  This  Ordinance  proscribed  the  numbers  of  members 
of  each  Sangi  Kai  to  be  appointed  and  elected,  respectively.  The  "elections" 
were  indirect  v/ith  nomination  of  tho  candidates  not  public  and  the  ballot 
not  secret.  The  function  of  the  Sangi  Kai  was  to  answer  questions  concern¬ 
ing  local  government  put  to  it  by  the  Sjaiutyoo  with  thv  right  to  make  sug¬ 
gestions  on  the  referred  subject.  It  oould  only  meet  on  orders  from  the 
Syuutyoo,  and  sittings  wore  opened  and  closed  on  his  orders.  Officials  of 
tho  Syuutyoo  office  could  attend  and  participate, 

Tho  sessions  wore  only  public  for  tho  opening  address,  which  was 
drafted  and  censored  beforehand,  and  for  tho  closing  session.  The  sessions 
proper  were  hold  behind  closed  doors.  ..t  tho  final  3ossion  motions,  dis¬ 
cus  sud  and  settled  during  th*.  closed  mooting,  were  put  to  a  mock  vote  and 
always  passed  unanimously.  Sessions  scarcely  ever  lasted  longer  than  four 
to  five  days*  The  Chairman  was  appointed  from  amongst  the  members  on  nom¬ 
ination  by  tho  Syuutyoo.  Every  Sangi  Kai  sent  representatives  to  the  Ttyuuoo 
Sangi-In,  the  Central  Advisory  Council  of  Java. 

Tliis  was  established  on  5  September  1943,  by  Ordinanco  Ho.  36,  "for 
the  speedy  and  efficient  oxocution  of  the  measures  of  the  idlitary  Govern- 

* 

mant."  Twenty-throe  out  of  forty-three  members  wure  nominated  in  advance 
by  tho  Commandor-in-Chief.  Of  tho  remainder,  eighteen  were  "elected"  by 
the  various  Sangi  Kai,  ana  two  were  nominated  by  tho  Sultanates.  The  pro¬ 
cedure  was  the  so ne  as  that  of  the  local  Sangi  Kai.  They  were  only  em¬ 
powered  to  offer  advice  in  respect  to  quostions  put  by  the  Com.  .ondar-in-Chief 
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or  the  Resident,  \nd  to  moko  suggestions  relating  thoroto. 

The  actual  diroction  of  affairs  rested  with  the  Hoad  of  the  Record 
Office,  called  the  TVuuoo  Snngi-In  Zimu  Kyoku  Tyoo,  who  was  a  Japanese,  ns 
>Voro  also  the  other  officials  of  hia  office.  The  function  of  this  office 
was  to  deni  with  incoming  and  outgoing  correspondence  ns  woll  as  to  exor¬ 
cise  internal  supervision  over  tho  activities  of  the  TVuuoo  Snngi-In.  The 
Hoad  and  his  staff  wore  .appointed  by  tho  Comra?ndor-in-Chiof  and  tho  first 
Hold  was  the  then  privato  secretary  of  Prime  Jdnister  To jo, 

Siiailarly,  tho  Secret  iry  of  tho  local  advisory  Council  was  always  o 
Jipan.se  from  the  Sy uutyoo's  offico.  From  the  very  beginning  these  organiza¬ 
tions  vero  used  ns  an  instrument  of  Japanese  propaganda  to  recruit  labour  and 
"Volunteers"  for  tho  military  organizations  and  to  one our? go  the  population 
to  increase  agricultural  output  and  to  deliver  tho  crops  to  tho  Military 

Government, 

As  a  further  local  participation  measuro  wider  administrative  powers 
were  given  to  the  Sultans  of  Central- Java  in  olomentary  education,  local 
government  ?.t  lower  levels,  public  health,  nnd  farming,  etc. 

Almost  simultaneously  with  the  establishment  of  tho  Central  advisory 
Council,  as  was  later  officially  declared  by  the  Commandor-in-Chief ,  tho 
J-ponoso  Idlitary  Administration  took  tho  view  that  tho  Indonesian  popula¬ 
tion  of  Java  ought  to  give  concrete  expression  of  its  appreciation  of  Prime 
Minister  To  jo's  promise  no.;  th*  t  it  had  been  translated  into  fact,  and  that 
it  was  their  duty  to  demonstrate  their  preparednoss  to  support  tho  Japanese 
Military  Administration  by  organizing  a  Volunteers'  Corps. 

Xho  Propaganda  service  ensured  that  it  should  appear  to  the  outside 
s.orld  that  the  inhabitants  themselves  woro  desirous  of  heaving  their  own 


army. 

At  the  end  of  .ugust  1943,  an  old  friend  of  Sukarno  forwarded  a  peti¬ 
tion,  signed  "with  his  own  blood,"  to  the  Commando r-in-Chief  of  Java  for 
permission  to  sat  up  a  Volunteers'  Corps  as  the  first  of  a  large  series  of 
such  requests.  The  Domondor-in-Chief  declared  in  the  beginning  of  October 
1943  that  he  was  favourably  disposed  towards  these  petitions,  and  that  ho 


that  tho  population  of  Java  was  very  rightly  desirous 


considered ,  moreover , 
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of  offering  some  return  for  To  Jo's  promise;  and  by  Ordinance  No,  44,  dated 
3  Octobor  1943,  he  institute  the  Kyodo  Booei  Giyu  Gun  (Army  of  Volunteers 
for  the  Defence  of  the  Homeland).  The  aim  of  the  Corps  vr>s  "to  call  upon 
the  original  inhabitants  (i.e.,  Indonesians)  for  the  defence  of  Java,  baaed 
upon  the  principle  of  the  Joint  defence  of  Creator  East  Asia." 

Art,  4  laid  down: 

"The  Volunteer  Corps  should  be  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  ideals 
"and  importance  of  the  task  of  defending  thtf  homeland,  and  it  is 
"its  duty  to  partake  in  the  defence  of  tho  home  country  in  the 
"respective  Syuu  against  the  .illios  under  tho  leadership  of  the 
"Dai  Nippon  .vrny." 

By  virtue  of  this  Ordin  .ncc,  the  Giyu  Gun  was  commanded  by  the 
Con*vandor-in-Chiof  of  Java.  It  was  emphatically  stated  that  this  Corps 
was  not  to  form  port  of  the  Japanese  ..nay  and  would  have  its  own  officers, 
but  it  would  be  trained  by  Japanese  instructors.  It  would  not  be  used  out¬ 
side  Java  and  would  consist  of  volunteers. 

Recruiting  for  the  first  levy  started  immediately,  but  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  levies  it  appearod  that  thoro  was  insufficient  enthusiasm,  so  that  with 
each  new  levy  each  Regency  was  told  how  many  "volunteers"  were  reared  in 
order  to  bring  formations  up  to  strongth.  One  of  the  chief  activities  of 
Japanese  propaganda  was  to  encourage  enlistment  in  this  corps.  In  Octobor 
1943  the  training  of  the  "officers"  was  started  and  lasted  throe  months. 

The  object  was  to  form  one  or  more  battalions  of  about  1009  men  per 
Syuu  (Residency)  which  would  together  ;Ako  up  a  unit  for  the  defence  of  the 
Syuu.  At  the  timo  of  Japan's  capitulation  tl  is  object  had  been  achievod. 

In  tho  defence  of  the  Syuu,  tho  task  of  the  Giyu  Gun  was  mainly  one  of 
guarding  road  Junctions,  bridges  and  other  strategically  important  points. 
V/eapons  were  only  supDlied  to  those  "volunteers"  for  the  duration  of  the 
drills,  and  training  mostly  took  place  with  wooden  guns.  The  Beppan,  a 
special  section  of  the  Headquarters  of  the  16th  Japanese  .ary,  an  intelli¬ 
gence  organization,  was  charged  with  training,  and  "t  tho  same  time  made  use 
of  it  both  for  spying  upon  the  ..ew  volunteers  as  well  as  using  them  as 
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Prior  to  this,  tho  Japanese  had  made  uso  of  Indonesians  as  auxiliary 
forces.  Shortly  after  tho  occupation  many  Indonesian  soldiers  wero  partly 
recruited  and  partly  compelled  to  serve  as  a  "Hoiho"  (auxiliary  soldier). 
These  units  formed  part  of  tho  Japanese  Army  and  were  issuod  a  Japanese 
uniform,  They  wero  generally  used  in  the  Ordnuico  Corps,  and  to  guard 
comps  occupied  by  women  and  civilian  intornees.  Hoiho  were  sent  off  the 
island. 

The  Japanese  Navy  sirail'rly  made  U3e  of  Indonesian  Hoiho. 

Both  the  Giyu  Gun  and  the  Hoiho  were  taught  to  speak  Japanese. 
Commands  wore  issuod  in  Japanese,  and  the  regulations  wore  written  in 
Japanese.  They  wore  Japanese  insignia,  .'in  important  part  of  tho  training 
was  instruction  in  "Seisin"  (Spirit). 

One  of  the  important  aims  of  Japanese  propaganda  was  the  increase  of 
farming  crops  "uid  their  delivery  to  tho  Japanese  Military  administration. 
The  island  of  Java  had  to  provide  largo  quantities  of  food  for  the  Japanese 
occupation  troops  and  troops  fighting  in  the  £ast.  Besides  the  Japanese 
army  of  occupation  was  Laying  up  largo  stocks  of  su;. plies.  Java,  which 
before  the  war  had  barely  boon  able  to  meet  tho  essontial  food  requirements 
of  its  own  population,  was  expected  to  produce  more.  This  increase  in  pro¬ 
duction  was  obstructed  by  the  lack  of  proper  supervision  over  irrigation 
works,  due  to  the  replacement  of  intemod  Dutch  experts  by  insufficiently 
trained  Japanese,  and  by  haphazard  methods  adopted  by  the  Japanese  in  tho 
pursuance  of  their  ends  in  forcing  tho  production  of  desired  agricultural 
commodities  unsuitable  to  tho  climate  and  geographic  conditions.  All  this 
further  reduced  tho  area  avoiLable  for  food  crops. 

It  became  less  ;nd  loss  adv  uatageous  for  tho  simple  former  to  hand 
over  his  produce  to  tho  J.'.poneso  authorities.  From  the  outset,  the  Japa¬ 
nese  adopted  tho  policy  of  the  Netherlands  Indies  Government  to  stabilize 
tho  price  of  rice  at  a  proper  level.  As  the  J  panese  military  guilder  de¬ 
creased  in  its  purchasing  value,  the  official  price  for  rice  soon  fell  far 
bolov/  its  former  value  relative  to  other  commodities.  Articles  that  tho 
farmer  used  to  buy  with  -he  proceeds  of  his  rice  became  virtually  unobtain¬ 
able. 
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The  Japanese  authorities  ordered  tint  60#  of  the  harvest  of  food 
produce  h  d  to  be  delivered  to  them.  They  took  far-reaching  measures  to 
combat  the  black  market  in  rice  and  othor  food  products,  such  as  the  impos¬ 
ing  of  closed  regional  economic  areas,  anforcod  by  checkpoints  on  the  high¬ 
ways.  Tho  thrashing  of  rice  -  except  for  individual  consumption  -  in  other 
than  "coordinated"  mills  wr.3  prohibited. 

The  propaganda  service  exerted  all  its  powers  to  persuade  tho  farmers 
to  cultivate  wider  -re-as  in  order  to  obtain  more  produce.  It  a.130  tried  to 
persuado  the  inhabitants  to  yield  their  crops  to  the  Japanese  Military  *ui- 
ministr 'tion. 

Not  only  in  Java,  but  throughout  the  Southern  Regions,  Japan  usod 
l-'bour  everywhere,  for  the  building  of  military  fortifications,  airfields, 
strategic  railways,  etc.  Java  was  a  source  for  such  labour.  From  the  very 
commencement,  Japanese  propaganda  went  all  out  to  encourage  tho  voluntary 
unlistment  of  these  coolies.  In  taio  at  first  the  Japanese  ./ere  successful. 
When  the  inhabitants  learnea  how  these  coolies  were  being  treated  by  the 

Japanese,  their  desire  to  work  for  thorn  practically  disappeared.  This  bo- 

• 

cane  worse  when  tho  coolies  sent  out  of  Java  did  not  return,  and  no  news 
whatever  was  received  from  them. 

The  Japanese  thereafter  adopted  conscription,  whereby  each  Hegency 
was  informed  as  to  how  many  coolies  had  to  be  drafted,  both  for  the  work  in 
Java  itself,  and  for  labour  outside  th-'t  island. 

In  1943  the  propaganda  service  started  a  vigorous  campaign  in  which 
tho  "Pr ajurit  Ekonomi"  (the  economic  warrior)  was  represented  as  fulfilling 
a  sacred  task  by  working  for  the  Japanese  Army.  It  was  no  longer  permissi¬ 
ble  to  speak  of  coolies;  the  coolie  was  also  a  soldior,  and  his  contribution 
to  the  war  effort  had  to  bo  groatly  appreciated.  Tho  recruiting  of  the 
coolies  was  undertaken  by  ovory  possiblo  means;  one  of  theso  was  that  tho 
houses  of  relatives  left  behind  were  provided  v/ith  a  sign  "Prajurit 
Poker ja",  and  it  was  pointed  out  to  the  public  th-'t  one  should  honour  such 
houses  and  their  occupants,  whilst  thie  sign  v/as  said  henceforth  to  guar¬ 
antee  spocial  protection.  Furthermore,  th .erotically  these  relatives  en¬ 
joyed  certain  privileges  in  the  distribution  of  scarce  ceranooities,  such 
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os  clothing,  -  o  privilege  enjoyed  only  oftjr  all  government  officials  hod 
received  their  share. 

Those  labourers  received  loss  core  than  the  prisoners  of  wor  and  in- 
tornoos,  ond  Lheir  condition  was  aggravated  by  thoir  ignorance  of  hygienic 
precautions  and  nodical  core.  .Vhilo  tho  correct  figures  of  those  who  woro 
transported  outside  Java  as  Komushas  .ro  not  known,  the  official  estimates 
of  the  Japanese  after  the  capitulation  indicate  a  figure  of  270,000  non,  of 
whom  not  more  than  70,000  have  boon  rocovorod  since  tho  war's  end.  Most  of 
the  returnees  suffered  inhumane  maltreatment,  Accomraodation,  food,  nodical 
caro  were  not  only  thoroughly  inadequate,  but  in  many  cases  absent  altogether. 
During  certain  periods,  "romushas"  who  had  diod  from  starvation  and  conta¬ 
gious  diseases  were  daily  carriod  away  by  the  cartload  from  certain  canps. 

In  religious  matters  the  propaganda  service  mado  an  effort  to  obtain 
completo  cooperation  from  tho  population. 

These  activities  were  especially  directed  at  influencing  tho  Moham¬ 
medans,  who  formed  the  large  majority  of  tho  population,  while  propaganda 
’mong  other  religions  was  of  far  lu3s  importance.  Priests  and  preachers  of 
an  "enemy  race"  wore  forbidden  to  conduct  services  except  for  people  of  an 
"enemy  race".  If  on  "enemy"  prio3t  or  preacher  noticed  an  Indonesian  among 
the  congregation  he  was  to  see  to  it  that  the  latter  left  on  penalty  of  very 
severe  punishment. 

From  the  very  outsat  tho  Japanese  made  an  effort  to  establish  one 
organization  for  the  Islamites  to  convoy  the  Japanese  aims  to  the  people 
and  to  induce  a  maximum  war  affort  through  voluntary  cooperation.  Sovoral 
attempts  in  that  direction  by  the  Japanese  failod  at  first  bocause  of  dis¬ 
cord  in  Islamic  circlos  in  regard  to  religious  principles.  In  November 
1943  the  Japanese  succoodod  in  uniting  tho  ?fosljm  unions  into  one  mother 
organization,  the  "Mashuni"  (abbreviation  for  "Majolis  Shura  Muslimin 
Indonesia"  -  Consultative  Council  of  Indonesian  Islamites). 

This  coordinated  tho  ..oharmedan  intellectuals.  In  addition  there  was 
a  large  number  of  0 alamos  (expounders  of  tho  Koran)  and  Kiais  (teachors  on 
religious  matters),  not  closely  connected  with  Islamic  in toll actuals,  but 
who  exorcised  a  considerable  influence  in  the  villages. 
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From  the  vary  beginning  the  Syuumubu  tried  to  obtain  influence  amongst 
tho  population  through  those  kiais  and  oolnmas.  .»s  far  back  as  July  1942 
tho  then  Japanese  Hand  of  tho  Syuumubu  began  to  travel  about  Java  and  hold 
mootings  in  oach  Gyuu  (Residency)  for  about  500  or  600  kiais  and  oolanas 
\tho  had  boon  orderod  to  attend  by  tho  local  administration  in  oach  place. 

Ho  spoke  on  Japanaso  views  and  aims  in  the  usual  vain  and  than  triod  to 
sound  tha  opinion  of  his  oudionco.  Ho  was  assisted  by  five  Japanese  in 
.r'bian  dross  bo-ring  tho  title  of  Hadji  in  combination  with  Arabian  and 
their  own  J-.panusu  nanas.  Following  this  tour  thoro  was  .a  great  moating 
of  representatives  of  all  scholars  and  teachers  on  religion  from  all  resi- 
doncios  at  Batavia  on  7  Doc*ct>or  1942.  Ihe  Gunsoikan  made  a  speoch  in 
which  the  Japanese  policy  in  regard  to  tho  Islamites  in  Java  was  explained* 

Tliis  policy  embodied  throe  principles!  First,  the  Japanese  .o-uy  do- 
clared  itself  to  bo  the  protoctor  of  Islam  and  that  the  Mohammedan  religion 
would  be  respected. 

For  tho  second  point  tho  Gunsoikan  declared  that  religious  associa¬ 
tions  would  Boon  be  authorized  to  carry  on  thoir  activities  and  that  they 
had  the  noblo  task  of  propagating  the  ideals  of  Great  East  Asia  and  the 
support  of  the  Military  Administration. 

For  the  third  point,  the  Gunsoikan  declared  that  the  cooperation  of 
the  Islamic  community  in  respect  to  education  was  accoptable  in  so  far  as 
it  was  directed  at  full  support  to  the  Japanese  Array  and  imbued  with  the 
ideals  of  tho  Greater  East  Asia  Co-Prosperity  Sphere.  With  this  restric¬ 
tion  religious  education  would  be  permitted  and  officially  supported  with 
books  and  other  facilities. 

The  Syuumubu  established  a  permanent  training  centre  in  Batavia  whero 
courses  lasting  throe  weoks  in  Japanese  ideology  wore  given  to  groups  of 
sixty  kiais  and  oulomns  each. 

Those  courses  were  also  used  to  test  whother  Japanese  propaganda  had 
any  effect,  ana  afforded  a  moons  of  selecting  suitable  collaborators. 

These  accomplices  carried  the  propaganda  to  the  simple  rural  population, 
and  wore  responsible  for  the  production  and  delivery  of  sufficient  rice  for 
a  saifficient  supply  of  labourers  and  for  enlistments  as  "volunteer"  or  heiho. 
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The  J-.p-.noso  adoptod  tho  old  devl-e  ol  working  on  tho  tnn-.tloism  of  Isln- 
Mtoe,  -nd  they  triod  to  pore-iodo  tho  klel.  And  o«1-xla.  to  doclnro  tho

The  loader  of  thosj  local  Koolcoo  Kai  was  tho  head  of  tho  local  adminis- 
tration,  assisted  by  a  cou.  cil  (Kalgi),  appointod  by  him.  .  session  of  the 
Kaigi  had  to  b.  hold  t  lo  st  every  six  months,  when  '.fays  and  ino-ns  of  pro¬ 
moting  assi3t-nco  to  tho  Milit-ry  Government  had  to  bo  discussed.

The  Jawa  Hookoo  hi  absorbed  'll  orj. anizati ons  pursuing  similar  aims,

regardless  of  nationality,  including  the  Jap-noso,  The  Huzin  Kai  (.omens' 
Corporation),  t.ie  —ashumi  (the  Isl  mic  Carper  tion),  the  Kakyeo  Sookai

Bunlcc  Sidosya  (Cultural  Corpofati  on) ,  etc*,  mentioned  before,  were  all  ineor-

.nyone  who  once  ’ttnctoa  suspicion  vr.s  tortured  in  such  i  wi y  th?.t 
filso  confessions  wore  i  daily  occurrence}  md  those  in  turn  of  ton  brought 
fresh  victii.is  within  tho  clutches  of  the  norapei-tii.  .  typical  oxunplo  of 
this  hipponed  in  1944  in  Pontimik  on  the  »/o3t  ce  st  of  Borneo,  ..hero  more 
than  1200  pr*niQent  Indonesim  md  Chinese,  including  the  loc-1  nobility, 
wero  oxscutod  on  in  entirely  unfeundjd  suspicion  of  conspiracy.  ,J.so  in 
Jivi  the  Indonesians  were  in  const  nt  fe'r  of  tho  honpei.  Greito3t  c*.r e  hid 
to  be  tiken  in  spoiking  since  spies  wore  around  everywhere.  There  are  hun¬ 
dreds  of  c  8es  where  people  of  11  rices  Were  most  cruelly  tortured  on  the 
strength  of  reports  of  *  usually  entirely  innocent  conversation,  by  reams  of 
the  "w \tor-curo",  electrification,  hinging  by  limbs,  use  of  be-*  constrictors, 
otc. 

Outside  Jiv  t:  e  same  policy  wis  idhered  tv  in  rag  rd  to  politicil  ind 
relifcieus  -ctivitios.  Here  ig'.in,  ioilo.dnc  Togo's  promise,  i  nurier  of 
prorinont  cooperative  Indonesians  i~ re  Appointed  to  p*sts  in  the  .dministra- 
tion.  Bodies  similar  to  the  S  nLi  hii  (local  ..avisoiy  Councils)  were  estab- 
lished  but  tiiis  process  w.s  considerably  slower  th  n  in  Java.  Territories 
administered  by  the  i»ivy  in  turn  ’Wero  slower  to  follow  ohm  these  under  ..riqy 
Occupation.  In  thu  I.avil  arms  (c*lo  es,  Borneo,  otc.)  tho  sLigo  whore 
Tyuuoo  Oingi-Li  (Central  ..dvisery  Council)  vns  formed  vns  never  reached.  In 
Sumtr-,  however,  i  lyuuro  Sin0i-In  for  that  island  wis  installed  it  Fort  do 
Kock  in  Februiry  1945.  No  organization  similar  to  the  Puten  wis  pernittod 
in  spite  of  ro  uests  -from  Indonesian  intulloctu  Is.

"VolAinteers  Carps’  similar  to  tho  Giyu  Gun  were  established. 

The  faur  b-sic  air  s  of  Japan  jsw  propaganda  wero  e.iven  full  pliy  during 
th*  course  of  1944.  Using  the  slogm  of  "  .sia  for  the  ..siatics"  md  teiching 


religious  hatred,  the  vapanesu  worked  \nor.  all  sections  of  society  hy 
holding  courses  of  instruction.  She  first  group  to  he  dealt  with  vm 
that  of  school  teachers,  followed  later  hy  .olicenen,  heads  of 
villages,  ninor  officials  of  the  civil  service,  higher  officials, 
dootors,  pharmacists,  larger s  and  versonnel  of  all  geverument  offices . 
Even  the  smallest  group  was  given  attention  in  turn. 

This  propaganda,  hovovor  crude,  was  to  some  extent  successful, 
partly  duo  to  Cx~aotic  conditions  and  the  distress  and  hardships 
suffered  hy  the  population.

?ho  uaprneee  clearly  realised  tho  potential  dangers  of  this 
situation.  It  was  the  task  of  tho  propaganda,  service  to  hend  those 
sentiments  in  some  ot-or  cirection  hy  way  of  distraction  from  Japan's 
ocoupation.  There  wae  a  constantly  increasing  campaign  of  hatred 
against  tho  Occident,  especially  against  the  United  States  and  Britain, 
which  countries,  togothor  with  Holland  vero  hold  responsible  for  all 
tho  sufferings  of  the  population. 
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17.  FOURTH  PHASE 
Soptombor  1944  -  August  1945* 

The  strategic  situation  outside  Java  meanwhile  had  considerably 
chnngod*  Tho  break-through  at  Saipan  had  occurred  and  violontly  shook 
tho  very  foundations  of  tho  J«g>anoso  dofonso.  Tho  TOJO  cabinot  wao 
auccoodod  by  tho  K01S0  cabinot,  which  rocognizod  that  it  had  to  faoo 
tho  Isolation  of  tho  Southern  Regions,  and  tho  nocossity  far  tho  Japanoso 
troops  thora  to  stand  by  thomsclvoa ,  and  th-*t  it  vna  moro  and  moro 
important  to  gpin  popular  cooporation. 

then  tho  way  in  which  TOJO' 3  promiso  was  going  to  bo  roalized  bo- 
carno  known  in  August  1943*  disappointment  was  arprossod  rathor  dearly 
among  thoso  prominont  Indonesians,  who  still  plncod  confidonoo  in  Japan's 
promises.  Iho  Japanoso  wore  v.ar nod  th~.t  thoy  had  to  accelarato  satisfy¬ 
ing  nationalist  aspirations  in  tho  Southarn  Rogions  if  thoy  w>ro  to  ro- 
taln  tho  full  cooporation  from  this  group. 

On  7  Soptombor  1944,  in  tho  Diet,  Primo  Minister  K0I30,  aftor  having 
prmnisod  Kbroa  and  Formosa  oquality  of  rights  onjoyod  by  tho  Jnpanoso, 
nndo  n  promiso  of  indopondonco  for  tho  Bast  Indios.  (Exhibit  No.  277), 

In  this  speech  it  was  not  mrdo  clonr  exactly  what  region  would  gain 
indopondonco  when  granted. 

Iho  promiso  of  indopondonco  was  conditioned  on  tho  pooplo  dofondlng 
tholr  own  torritory  for  tho  support  of  tho  Croator  East  Asia  Co-Troapority 
Sphoro.  Tho  oxtont  of  this  so-called  indopondenoo  was  only  defined  by 
reforenco  to  membership  in  tho  Groator  East  Asia  Oc-J’rosperity  Sphoro  as 
an  application  of  tho  Hakko  Ichlu  ideal.

■Thoroforo,  if  all  inhabitants  liko  to  raise  the  standard

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At  tho  Eojao  tiraa,  l6th  Amy  Headquarters  w.ro  instructed  to 
advise  tho  Ministry  of  'for  aa  to  what  oroa  should  bo  doclnrod  •independent1 
tho  da  to  on  w  ioh  it  waa  to  take  plaoo,  nnd  tho  form  of  tho  nov  govern¬ 
ment  and  stato. 

Tho  Military  Government  of  Jnvn  in  roply  submitted  a  report  on- 
titlod  "Gist  of  Measures  for  Guiding  Inrtopoadonce" ,  in  vrtilch  It  nos  pro¬ 
posed  to  nnko  Java  lndopondont  flr3t.  ibnsuros  suggested  to  strongthon 
the  national  oonscio'isnoss  wore  tho  or oatlon  of  tho  Kon  Ko’:u  Gokuin 
Cieadony  for  tho  Building  of  the  Stato),  and  lnoreasod  participation  In 
tho  administration. 

Only  two  practical  3tops  tnro  taken  at  first  to  carry  out  Kolso's 
promise.  On  B  September  1944  the  population  nas  allowod  henceforward  to 
fly  tho  Indonesian  alonjsido  tha  Jrp«no3o  flag  but  only  on  certain  speci¬ 
fied  holidays,  cubjoct  to  strict  regulations  .to  to  place  and  sizo.  On 
Co7crar..nt  buildings  of  the  Administration  the  Japanoso  flag  only  was  to 
bo  flown.  Or.  that  same  dato  permission  was  givon  to  sing  the  ■Indonesia 
Ravu* -song  (Song  of  Groat  Indonosic)  os  the  national  anthem. 

On  11  September  1944  the  Onmnnier-in-Chiof  convoked  a  special 
session  ol  tho  Tyuuoo  Snngi-In  (Central  Advisory  Council),  in  order  to 
answer  tho  question  of  how  tha  Indonesians  could  show  tc  Jnpan  and  hor 
army  their  intenso  gratitude  for  the  pronioo  of  futuro  indopondonco,  and 
how  tho  .411  c;  the  p.scplo  *to  fight  to  taring  bout  the  destruction  of 
Aewrion  and  ligland  could  still  fu  thor  be  onhar.ood.' 

Another  cat croordi nary  sosoion  o'thn  Tyuuoo  Sangi-In  was  hold  on 
17  Ncvjr.ber  1944*  and  r.  motion  ‘.ns  adopted  to  lay  down  a  so-cnllud 
•I'oneha  Dhcrna*  (Five  RuioO  fortho  Conduct  of  Lifo)  aa  a  •compass*  for 
tho  Indonesian  population.

December  IJhk  participation  in  tho  Adnl  ni  strati  on  was  oztonded 


to  tho  appointment  of  Indonooian  •Kuku-Syuutyokan-  (Vico  Governors)  in 
aov  iral  Syuu,  and  of  moro  Indonooian  Sanyo  (Advisors)  to  tho  various 
Departments  of  tho  Gunsoiknnbu.  A  3anyo-Xnigi  (Board  of  San-yo)  xioa 
ootnbli3hod  to  moot  rogulnrly  to  edviso  tho  Gunsoikanbu  in  tho  periods 
wh on  tho  lyuuoo  3angi-In  (Oontral  Advisory  Council)  was  not  in  session. 

Meanwhile  tho  propaganda  sorvicohad  introducod  a  now  slogan  for  the 
■Bonteng  lorjuangan  Jawa#  (Java  Ono  lortrose).  Tho  objoct  was  to  bring 
tho  population  to  tho  maximum  aur  offort  in  viotr  of  tho  throat  of  an 
Alliod  landing,  now  oponly  rntioipatod.  Air  Raid  Do* once  and  Firo  Brigade 
drills  wore  daily  routino  but  bosidos,  tho  population  was  \rorkod  upon  by 
tho  powerful  propaganda  maohinory  and  trainod  in  guerilla  fighting.  They 
wore  instructed  in  tho  n;thodu  of  dostroying  small  cnorgr  formations  with 
primitive  weapons  (bamboo  speora  hardonod  in  firo)  and  by  mass  action. 
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During  a  propaganda  rooting  in  Batavia  offigioa  of  Rocsovclt,  Churchill, 
tud  Van  dor  Has  (r.  prominent  Dutch  administrator)  wore  burned  after  hnv- 
inc  boon  paraded  through  tho  vfcolo  town,  in orioan,  British,  and  Dutch 
floga  wore  painted  on  the  roads  and  trampled  upon  by  procossions  during  a 
propaganda  doronstration.  Religious  propaganda  urged  the  Mohammedans  to 
docloro  Holy  V'ar  on  the  Occidontol  powers. 

Throe  now  aorii-militnry  organizations  woro  established  during  this 
period,  and  tho  Ibnari  Ourai,  finally,  wore  usod  as  a  roinfarccnont  for  tno 
Keiboodaai.a  tho  defonco  of  the  village.  On  no  occasion  woro  those  sinplo 
villngors  orcr  told  that  such  action  on  thoir  part  in  war  tino  would 
constitute  a  violation  of  tho  Rul.s  of  Land  Tfnrfaro  and  would  forco  tho 

opposing  part:  to  treat  them  as  ’franctirouro' . 

This  training  had  an  unintondod  result.  Cnc  night  in  February  1%5» 
n  dotaahoont  of  the  Voluntocr  Dofonco  Oorps  at  Blitar  (Fast-Java)  mado  a 
surprise  attack  on  tho  Japanese  gum-ding  tho  arroory,  captured  tho  orns  ns 
wall  as  key-points  in  tho  town,  o.g. ,  B»|»al  H*.  the  Telograph  and  Tolo- 
phono  "Sxchongo,  otc.  Subsequently ,  an  orgy  of  murder  and  robbory  onsuod, 
tho  victims  being  all  non-Indonoaiana  and  included  Japanese.  In  the  course 
of  tho  next  days  too  wr«»t  partly  oottlod  by  conpronise.  partly 

otanpod  out  by  violence  and  bloodshed. 

Thoro  -.os  aluo  Inoruming  roBlst-.nca  ogr.lnst  J^poncoo  regulations  In 
tho  economic  field,  oajoclnlly  nsr-lnot  tho  loll  very  of  ngrloulturnl  pro- 

duco  and  the  recruiting  of  native  l-bor. 

In  order  to  ovorcor/.  thin  rosistanos,  strong  measures  wore  adopted 
against  Indonesian  civilian  officiala  who  woro  hold  rosponsiblo  for  tho 
poor  results  in  rocruiting.  Homy  woro  dismissed  md  substituted  by  nation- 
oliot  and  occasionally  by  Isl.mito  politioiano.  Those  now  officials  had 
oono  to  the  fore  throug  tho  Java  Hookoo  Kai.  or  through  tho  roli3ious 
courses.  Tho  naw  arrivals  in  the  Indonesian  administrative  corps,  wo,ro  not 
fully  content,  and  they  always  had  Japanese  advisors.  Approximately 
ono-third  of  tho  corps  was  staffed  ith  nationalists  favourably  disposed 
towards  tho  Japanese.  Required  '.olivary  of  foodstuff  and  rocruitaont  of 
soolios  ond  volunteers  woro  not  achioved  by  many  !fon. 
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Thu  Jap  one  30  realized  th'-t  they  voro  inoronslngly  dependant  upon 
tho  cooperation  o.ftho  people  rnd  tlv  t  they  t/culd  hnvo  to  bear  the  conso- 
quoncos  of  their  own  propaganda. 

Ln  September  1942  nlroady,  Count  Hidoo  Kodnmu,  then  adviser  to 
tho  Oomrrv'vnd nr- in-Ohi of  of  Java  vioitod  Tokyo  to  try  to  arouso  interest 
iri  local  viows  conc'-rning  tho  East  Indioo.  I.i  Nov  .nbor  1943  Sukarno 
•-Q8  sent  tc  Japan  and  pro33od  Iromlor  To  jo  to  grant  indopondonco ,  but 
obtainod  no  ctefinito  answer.  At  tho  ond  of  19  4*  Hnyashi,  tho  thon  hich- 
oat  civil  adviser  to  the  Java  Military  Government  vent  to  Tokyo  with  tho 
consent  of  the  Commander- in-Chiof  in  Java  to  try  and  porcuado  Japan  to 
support  puppet- independence  for  tho  Tost  Indios. 

A  Ken  Koku  Gokuin  (Aendony  for  tho  Building  of  the  State)  was  insti¬ 
tuted  on  29  April  1945  with  tho  object  of  influencing  tho  minds  of  tho 
future  ’loaders*  of  tho  • independent"  stato  and  of  imbuing  tbom  with  idorlo 
of  tho  Grantor  East  As  in  Co-pro3pority  Sphero  lad  by  Japan,  and  with  n 
correct  co- caption  of  this  loodorship. 

Mcanwhilo,  Java  Headquarters  prassod  higher  authorities  for  n  spoody 
solution.  On  30  April  1945,  a  conforonco  took  placo  nt  Singapore ,  attondod 
by  Chiefs  of  Goncral  Al'fair3  Departments  of  all  areas  under  the  com'  nd  of 
tho  7th  Area  Arry ,  compri3i ng  Java  and  Sumatra  and  co-r-ondod  by  Itagaki. 

At  this  conference  tho  Soomubutyoo  of  Java,  oxpl  .inod  to  what  extont  the 
nationul  consciousness  of  tho  Indonesians  had  now  beon  fully  awakonod 
nnd  anphosizud  tho  fact  that  thoro  was  no  other  way  to  regain  tho  confi- 
donco  of  tho  population  but  by  carrying  out  tho  promise  of  indopondonco. 

Flo  Id  Marshal  Torauchi's  Hoadquartors  ;t  Saigon  on  15  --'y  1945  ro- 
quosted  viev.s  of  local  Hoadquartors  on  "indo  ondonco.*  Java  proqptly  re¬ 
sponded  with  a  proposition  to  declare  tho  ;.hola  of  the  Netherlands  inst 
Indios  indopo.adent  within  a  year.  Singoporo  dodgod  tho  issue  and  said 
that  it  was  not  yot  tiro  to  initiate  indopondonco. 

Subsoquorrtly ,  on  2a  May  1945,  nt  tho  instigation  of  Itagaki,  a  root¬ 
ing  was  called  of  all  Chiefs  of  Staff  at  Singaporo.  Tho  conforonco  ro- 
cognizod  that  the  war  ..as  turning  against  Japan,  Java  was  allowed  to 
convono  a  *Dokuritsu  Chosa  Junbi  Iin*  (Comittoo  for  the  Study  of  iropnra- 
tions  for  Indopondonco).

•Naval*  territories  (Borneo,  tho  Ooloboa,  the  Loaocr  Sunda  Ialos , 
oto.)  wore  not  roprosonted  rt  this  confororco,  and  measures  discuesod 
only  related  to*£rny*  aroaa  which  narrowed  down  to  Java.  In  Sumatra, 
political  developments  logged  behind  that  of  Java,  and  it  \r.s  not  until 
February  1945  that  a  Central  Advisory  Council  for  Sumatra -as  installed. 

Tho  Commit  too  for  tho  Stud:/  of  *  reparations  for  Indepondonco  con¬ 
sisted  of  approximately  60  monbore,  including  four  Chinsso,  one  Indo-Arab 
and  one  Eurasian.  A  Jnponoso  ’.'as  Doputy  Ohaimnn.  and  oovon  others  were 
•spool al  members*.  Tho  Conmittoo  had  an  Administrative  Bureau  with  a 
Jap ones o  Doputy  Chief.

According  to  directives 
from  Ttokyo,  the  territory  of  tho  now  state  was  to  oompi'iso  tho  wholo  of 
tho  Netherlands  East  Indies,  vMlo  a  •Conmittoo  for  tho  iroparntion  for 
Indop  onion co "  wa.3  to  bo  sot  up  in  tho  near  futuro. 

Alphas  is  was  laid  upon  tho  no coo city  for  safeguarding  tho  roquiro- 
nonts  for  military  operations.  The  Headquarters  of  tho  Southern  Aray 
at  Saigon,  w^ich  had  submitted  in  June  1945  that  tho  establishment  of  tho 
puppet  state  should  not  toko  placo  before  tho  middle  of  1946,  and  that 
tho  abovenamd  Conmittoo  should  nt  tho  earliest  bo  sot  up  towirds  the

Consequently,  on  30  July  l94*j  it  Itagaki's  Headquarters  in  Singa¬ 
pore  a  conference  was  held  of  tho  Soomubutyoo  (Hoads  of  General  Affairs 
Departments  of  the  Gunseiknnbu)  of  the  regions  concerned.  At  this  Con¬ 
ference  a  scheme  was  drawn  ui  for  guiding  preparations  for  so-called  in¬ 
dependence,  wherein  the  date  wn3  net  for  the  spring  of  1946.

•Based  on  the  proclamation  of  the  Japanese  Government  of  7  September 
last  year,  the  Nanpoo-Gun  has  consistently  been  taking  measures  to 
guide  the  Indonesians.

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in-Chiof  and  many  of  the  military  and  Indonesian  nuthoritios.  Ifcanwbilo 
tho  Oommittoc  merit ors  from  Sumatra,  Bornao,  the  Celebes,  rad  Ball,  whoso 
namos  roro  now  published,  -.®ro  flown  to  Java,  nf  or  having  rocaivod  tholr 
instructions  from  the  milii  iry  or  naval  nuthoritioa  of  tiosu  nrons. 

Originally  the  first  mooting  of  tho  Conmittoo  was  f  ixod  ter  19  August. 

On  15  August,  houovor ,  members  of  tho  Committor  voro  soorotly  informed 
of  Japan's  capitulation. 

IXiring  tho  night  of  16  to  17  August  1945 1  tho  CemraitteO,  nugnontod 
by  nationalists  and  youth  loaders,  prominent  during  that  poriod,  mot 
at  tho  rosldonco  of  the  Japanose  Naval  Liaison  Of floor  Haedn,  Sukarno  had, 
prior  to  this  meeting,  oonforrod  ith  th>  Soomubutyoo  (Chief  Gcnoral  Affairs 
Department)  and  Maoda.  It  was  do  cl  dad  to  proclaim  indopendonoo  tho  next 
morning. 

Tho  constitution  drnftod  by  tho  Cokuritsu (Choan  Junbi  Iin  (tho  Com- 
mittoo  sot  up  in  May  for  th<-  Study  of  Preparations  for  Indopondonco)  was 
hastily  altorod,  and  on  tho  following  morning  tho  Indopondonco  was  broadcast 
by  Sukarno  through  a  microphono,  installed  by  \ho  Japanose  propaganda  sor- 
vlco  on  tho  verandah  of  hio  house. 

Tho  population  of  Java  was  still  uninformed,  cxcoot  through  rumour, 
about  tho  capitulation  of  Japan,  Radio  receiving  sots  had  been  unfitted 
to  pick  up  feroign  broadcasts,  ovon  from  Tokyo.  On  instructions  from  tho 
Oomror.ndor-in-Chiof ,  tho  Japanese  propaganda  sorvico  kopt  Ja.pan's  dofjAt 
sucrot. 

The  nowsp-pors,  controlled  by  tho  Jananoqo  propaganda  sorvico,  and  tho 
local  broaccnstinc  stations  botwjon  17  and  21  Auf.ust  1945  mr'dc  no  montion  of 
anythin/;  but  tho  cnnouncomont  of  indopondonco  ,and  tho  proclamation  of  tho 
constitution.

On  21  August  194 5 •  the  pap  rs  publishod,  nosrt  to  tho  text  of  tho 
^rporor's  broadcast  of  14  August  on  tho  suraonlor ,  a  proclan.a.tion  by  tho 
Cowriandor- in-Chiof  of  Java,  containing,  inter  alia,  tho  following  wordai 

'Dai  Nippon  is  and  will  always  bo  a  friond  to  Indonesia,  im¬ 
mutably  and  forever.  Vfo  n>vor  will  forgot  our  oatbj  united,  in 

life  and  in  doath.' 

Until  21  August  1^5  tho  J’.pnnooo  outhori/tioo  hnd  kopt  Japan's  dofoat 
eocrotj  this  poriod  has  boon  callod  tho  'stolon  wook'. 
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
